Senator Cliace Arjruea That a Mam Who 


la Competent to ltepre«ent HI* Con- 
stituents In CongreM Could in Any 
Private Business Earn Double the 
Amount That HeJRecelves as Salary. 


LITTLE HARRY WILSON. 


How short a time it teems as we look 


back on early days in Beno and see • 
darliog oQDuiog little boy, with bright fao«, 
sparkling eyes and early hair, itanding 
looking ia' Ihe rear door of the old JOBS- 
Nil, office on Centra street, watchiag the 
pressman pall the lever of the Washington 
hand press. And then his mother would call 
"Harry!" and the little shaver wonld tod- 
dle off In his humble home. 
He grew 


from tbe toddling babe to a young man, 
and daring all the years was the pride and 
pet ot parents and friends. Just as he be- 
came untied from his devoted mother's 
apron strings it fell to his lot to repay her

1873 an act was passed increasing these 
salaries from $5,000 to $7,500 per annum. 
The law was retroactive, going back two 
yeuts iu its operation. Immediately the 
newspapers all over the land set np a 
universal howl. Day after day, and week 
after week, hundred* of presses poured 
forth a flood of indignant condemnation. 
Legislators who wonld have spurned, as 
the plague, an unworthy motive, who bad 
led spotless lives, and whose names were 
the synonyms of integrity and uprightness, 
found themselves satirized and mocked at 
in the daily papers 6s thiaves. This was 
pointed at as evidence of the decadence 
of moral fibre in public men; a now and 


land daring the long illness that preceded 
her demise, the young boy was unremitting 
in bis efforts to bear a portion of her suf- 
ferings. 
Never was mother more loving, 


than to him, and never a boy more appre- 
ciative than that dutiful son. His father 
became afflicted, and the boy's gentle care 
was bestowed until such time as both 
mother and father were gone, and be was 
alone, and an orphan.

startling evidence of the growing greed 
for pelf which had at last invaded the 
temple of Liberty itself and corrupted the 
fountain head ol the nation. For accept- 
ing tbe back pay members were relegated 
to private life in disgrace. In a paioxysm 
of "abject fear Congress made haste to 
repeal the law, and again reduced their 
pay to $5,000 per annum. That should 
never have been done. It was n case of 
truckling to more 
noise. There 
was 


nothing new about this law. Seven times 
since the adoption of the Constitution had 
laws been enacted increasing the pay of 
members ol Congress. In every instance 
tboae l»ws were retroaAive, varying from 
a few daja to seveuteen month?. Those 
men have excellent company. Since 1789 
all the way down great, good, and dis- 
tinguished men of every party have received 
back pay, have been "salarj grabbers." 
If it "be now pronounced a crime our 
National roll of honor must be sadly 
blotted. But what is the argument of 
these self-constituted censors of public 
virtue? They say one Congress may prop- 
erly TOte an increase for the next. 
"If 


the Forty-second Congress had voted an 
increase for the Forty-third it would have 
been honest." The "Pickwickian" idea 
seems to posses? these critics that men 
must not vote themselves money. But 
how about tbe men in that Congress who 
were already elected to another, and the 
Senate, which is a continuing body? Upon 
their theory, a majority of the Senate 
must, in honor, always vote against an 
increase because a majority of tbe Senators 
always hold over from one Congress to an- 
other. 
Congress makes no contract with 


the people. 
Its members are the sole 


serviees as eannot be procured for a small 
salary. Some need two or three. What 
is there in the service of a Cabinet officer, 
a Circuit Judge, a Commerce Commis- 
sioner, a second or third class Minister, a 
Major General, a Vice Admiral, or a Soli- 
citor General which calls for higher quali- 
fications or larger compensation than a 
Senator receives? 


What in connection with the Presiden- 


tial office calls for ten times tbe pay of a 
Senator? 
The 
duties or obligations, 


official or social, are not ten times as 
great. Is it a matter of National dignity? 
The office of a Senator is second only to 
that of tbe President He shares the 
Senators' legislative prerogative through 
the veto power. They share with him the 
appointments 
and 
the treaty-making 


cower. Do yon say tbe salary has been 
increased two and a half times? The ex- 
actions of society, of politics, of charity 
are ten-fold. With the great increase of 
population in the country has also come a 
great increase of individual activity. The 
growth of commercial, mechanical and 
business activities, with the wonderful 
facility of communication, causes tbe con- 
stituent to impugn with increased force 
upon his representative. 
Tbe two Sena- 


tors froia New York no doubt represent 
more people to-day than did the whole of 
the first Senate, and the City of.
